He Priſon of the Compter in the Poultrey (as it was before 
the late dreadful Fire) contained in breadth but iwo arid 
rwenty Foot ground, by reaſon whereo!, the iaid Compter 
was ſo minute, inconvenient, and inſufficient, that there was 

nor, nor could not be a Chappel, or Koom, tor the Miniſter and Pri- . 
ſoners to Aflemble, Pray, Preach, and Hear in, the Pulpit ſtandirg in 
the open yard , which in Summer Suns and Heats, and Winter iains 
and Colds, was moſt inconveniert, and excecding prejudicial to the 
health and well-being both of Miniſter and P:ifoners. 

The Hole-ward allo of the ſaid Comprer, was not, nor cou!d not 
be twenty Foot Square , for ſom<times torty, othertimes fifty Pri- 
ſoners, to be and lie conſtantly in, dreſs and cat their Meat in, and 
for all other neceſlary Occalions and Offices , which cauſed the gra: 
Annoyances, Contagions, and yearly Mortality among them. 

Neither was, nor could there be a particular ſeparate Apartment cr 
Ward for women to be, and lodge in, but were a to be 
and lie in the mens Ward promiicuoully together , and ſo Tempr 2- 
tions and Debaucheries were 1mpoffible to be avoided and prevented. 

And there was not, nor could there be a Room free of Rent for 
the moſt ancient, decrepit and ſick Pcifoners to lodge in , who, 
though Gentlemen and Citizens Born, Ered, and had lived weil and 
in good faſhion , yet by Misfortunes, Caſualties, and Lofles grown 
poor and not able ro pay Rent , were thereby neceffitared to li: 13 the 
faid Holewards on the Boards, and there languiih, dye, and perilh. 

Nor was, nor could there be a Place or Room free of Rent for 
poor Artificers and Handy-craft Priſoners to work in, during their 
Impriſonment , whoſe Wives and Childrens whole dependance reite« 
folely on the benefit of their ſa:d Husbands Work , and otherwiſe 
cou!d not but be inevitably {ubjeted ro Poverty and Want, be turned 
out of doors into the ſtree;, and necetſicated to beg or lie upon ths 
Pariſh, or pine, ſtarve and dye. 

And by reaſon of the {wallneſs of the. ſaid Ground and Building, 
the cloſeneſs and want of Air was ſuch, that the Priſoners in genera', 
both in the Lodging and Holewards, were ſo crowded together, a! d 
ltitied up therein, that they were always ſuvject to PR : d

ſtenches, InfeRions and Contagions, Sickneſs and Diſeaſes, infomuch 
that very many died yearly therem , which did ſo detcr their Kindred, 
Friends and Adverſacies, from coming to ireat with them, viſit and 
releive them, that it was not only a great griet and diſcomfort, but 
alſo an exceeding prejudice and injury ro the Priſoners, .

The Condition of the Cafe being thus, the Wants ſo many , the 
Inconvenencies ſo orear , and the prejudice ſo inſutterable, and all ſo 
manifeſt and indiſputzvle, and yet no one, any, or all in a capacity or 
poſſibility cf knowing ſo weil, ſo fully every particular thereof as 
my felt, by ry living ſo coattantly, for ſo many years, at the ſaid 
Coinpter door, as Maſter-Keeper thereof, 1n the continual view, ſenſe 
and apprehenſion cf all the ſa:d Defe&ts, Prejudices, and Complaints, 
and the difficulry of ever obtaining and ſecuring ſufficient additional 
Ground for inlargement ; and the almoſt impoſhbitily of- ever pro- 
j<Eting aad attaining any way or proportionate Affiſtances toward the 
Purchaſing of additional] Ground , and railing , and perfetting ſo

murs of better Heads and more able Pens, I reconciled my icl: to the 
undertaking of ſtating and modelling the Delign into torm ani me- 
thod, and to multiply and marthal all Arguments and Inducements 
my weak Brains and interrupted Studies could muſter up in the thort 
time limited , and adventured to Print and Publith the famze, which is 
the firſt Paper in the Proem mentioned. 


The Progref, : 


Having diſperſed the ſaid firſt Paper , and finding ſuch incourage-

former Compter, as deligned. Bur at length, by an unwearied Afli- 
duity and continued Importunity of one and the other, 1 have pre- 
vailed, on the Reaſon and Goodneſs of the Court, that the Fee of the 
faid additional Ground is now offered and agreed for at 420 /. which 
i5 a proportionate value to other Ground lo lituate -and diſpeſcd of : 
For which firſt ſtep and happineſs towards the advancement of the 
preſent Delign, Gods Name be gloritied, and his beſt Bleſſing aceu- 
mnlated as a Reward on all them and their Poſterity who have been 
inſtrumencal and contributary thereto , and the Priſoners who are t6 
have the Comtort and Beneht thereof, will no doubt add and mul- 
tiply their Benedi&tions in their continual Oriſons and Amens.

For Priſons are 
not to be built at the rate ot dwelling Houſes, they can ſcarce be 
made thick and ſtrong enough, to keep Knaves and Rogues from 
Breaches and Eſcapes, as (uch generally there are : Iron is not ſuthcient 
to Bar themin, Mercary is m their Brains, and Aqza-forts in their 
Breceches ; they are of the true Family of the Light-foots, Ubiqui- 
tarics, once gone, gone forever, to /erra 1ncognita, or the World in 
the Moon, Greſh..ms Teleſcope cannot diſcover them, nor Lilly him- 
{elf retrieve or conjure them out : Let the Sheriff, Creditor and Goa- 
ler ſtorm, whine and pineas they pleaſe, ſuch are no way concerned 
intheir loſs, dammage and ruin ; cheating and debaucheries brought 
them in, and nothing elſe deligncd in getting out , till perpetrating 
their Iniquities, the Juſtice of God take them napping , tardy or 
frantick with the Fire of their Paſſions and Corruptions of their 
AﬀeQions; and for their circamventing Brain, Hardneſs of Heart, 
Ines of Livers, Obdurate Spleens, Ovcrflowing Galis, Putrid 
[Cungs, and Stinking Breaths, tulneſs of Humours, and want of Noble 
Spirits, dye of the Meagrim or Pallie, Obſtru&ion or Droplie, Vo. 
miting or Looſeneſs, Scurvy or Frexch Conſumption, or the like 
adequate Diſtempers or Diſcaies, if the Devil account not with them 
at the Gallows. 

Having given this Narrative and Account of the Ground and Arpgu-

thercof requires {o incredible and inexprefſible a Sum, That the Ma- 
giſtcates 
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Mgiſtrates andCouncils by all their Study, Induſtry and Propoſals,cannot 
yet attain or accomplith ſufhcient Afſiſtances and Recruits to erable 
them to defray thcir preſent vaſt Charge and Disburſements, much 
leſs ſatisfie all other demands upon them ; fo that at preſent there is 
ſuch an incapacity and impoſſibility in the City to any As of Cha- 
rity, or Works of Supererogation, that it would be an Incivillity , 
Attront, and Impudenceto propole, or expe& more from them , than 
the Building of that part which 1s requilite for the upholding of G6- 
vernment, and Maintenance of the Publick Rights and Interelts, which 
(as aforeſaid) will amount to 3000 /. and by exerience l have juſt 
cauſe to tear, that that Sum will not eaſily or ſpeedily be allowed or

It is allo manifeſt and obſervable , That the Particulars in Defign, 
viz. the additional Ground tor increaſe of Air, the inlarg:mevt of 
the two Holewards tor Men and Women, tor their better conventency 


' and health, the ere&ting the Chappel tor the Miniſters accommoda- 
tion, and tor the 7c:iſoners to ſerve God in, learn their Duties, and 
P way to ſave their Souls ; the Chamber for the moſt ancient, decrepir, 


and ſick Priſoners to lye in, tor the preſervation of their Lives ; the 
Room for poor handy-craft Priſoners to work in, tor the maintenance 
| of their Wives and Families, are all new, not before, nor poſlible to 
be in the compals of the 01d Ground and Compter. Every one of 
which, without doubt, is perfe&ly neceſſary, and in Pitty and Charity 
worthy of all care and proviſion, by all that account themſelves, and 
really are, and{delire to be eſteemed, either as commendable Gover- 
nours, good Citizens, or true Chriſtians, 

Neither in the way propoſed is there any Rent to be paid, nor any 
benefit to accrue tothe City , the Sheriti, Keeper, or any Ofhcer, 
or Perſon, for any the aforementioned Chappel, C hamber, Working 
Room or ſaid two Holewards and Inlargements thereof ; but the Pri- 
ſoners are to have and enjoy perpetually the benefit and uſe thereof ,

walls, is extream hot in the Summer, and exceſſive cold in the Win- 
_ ter; andis ſo ſmall and cloſe, and ſo many pen up together in the 
= Hole-wards and Rooms, and fo little accommodation, that the Pri. 

ſoners have a moſt inconvenient and unealie being, and very ſubje& to 
contagious Diſeaſes, and a Mortality among them, to the number of 
above 20 Priſoners dying within a years ſpace, Which is moſt ſad, and 
worthy of a Chriſtian Pity, and ſpeedy Redrels, 

Azd the reaſon why this Ground of this Campter only 15 now pro- 
poſed to be enlarged, is, becauſe the other of #o0d ſtreet was of a 
much greater extent, and the now additional Ground tor this, will bur 
little more than equal the other, which ſurely it we!l deſerves, fince 'tis 
the Cities Ground, and Rent, Which the other Compter is not, and as 
being neareſt tothe Cuſtom-houſe, and Exchange, and by concourſe 
thereto, will ſomewhat the more regain and {ettle a greater Corre- 
ſpondence and Trade towards and to the fatdExchange, and this end of 
the City ; too much (of late years eſpecially) removed, and too little 
look'd into, and no carc taken oj, 

It is alſo of very ill Conſequence, if the ſaid Comprer, which is a 
Publick Priſon, be ſuttered to be undertaken and Built by a Forreign 
Hand, at their own Coſt and Charge, tor private Intereſt and Profir, 
for ſo the greatneſs of the Charge muſt undoubtedly mount the Rent 
thereof to a proportionate. ſum per annum, 6 at leaſt per cra4. Andit 
10, "tis but according to the general advancement in other Buildings , 

| and that vaſtly new rais'd Rent muſt neceſlarily be re-imburſed by an 
additional Chamber- Rent, or Fees, or both, impoſed upon the poor 
Priſoners, which will be a new treble exa&tion and oppreſſion upon 
them ; whereas it is notoriouſly known, that the generality of Priſon- 
ers were ever heretofore by their Poverty unable to pay the old 
Chamber-Rent, which was ſmall and incon(iderable comparatively; 
And if ſo raiſed, and the Priſoners be diſcharged betore payment 
thereof, the Priſoners will never pay. willingly , the Law, Judge, and 
Jury will never compel them thereto ; The Keeper then can never re- 
ceive, and ſo can never-be able to pay the ſaid exacted new Rent: And if 
the Priſoner be not diſchargable rill he hath paid, then lictle hopes of 
| attaining 
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@i to ability or Freedom, Poverty diſables the Priſoner, and their 
liſability incapacitates the Keeper, and ſo no Rent paid by either. Be- 
tides, upon this account many of the Priſoners, eſpecially thoſe who 
lie long, and ſowill owe very much at this exated rate, will thereby 
through their Poverty and Inability be neceffitated to a perpetual Im- 
priſonment, till Death free them, and their Wives and Children, fa- 
miſh and periſh, to the Diſhonour, Scandal, and Reproach of the 
City, its-Governonrs, and Government, till the Parliament, or Com- 
mon Councel in Juſtice, Pitie, and Honour zetrench and reduce the 
Rent to what is equitable, convenient, and charitable, to the prealice.
